A Keme court today sentence’ 
to eight months’ imprisonment 
eight men said to be in Israel 
for having conspired te blow 
up the British Embassy in 
Rome in November, 1246. 

The explosion at that time 
wrecked the Embassy building 
and leaflets distributed here 
claimed the action had been 
carried owt by the Irgun Zvai 
Leumi.
